The latest information concerning the 
troubles caused by that discontented and 
truculent chief thoOrang’ Kaya of Seman- 
tan: (says the Singapars Free Press of the 
29th alt.) has reached Singapore this morn- 
ing via Pekan by the arrival of tho 6.8. 
Perse. Among hor passengers she brought 
down-Mr-¥; B.- Hutchinson, of: Messrs 
Becher-& Co., from Sempan aud Koichau, 
Captain Grifiths, alao from Ketchau, and 
Captain Dyer and Mr Brokenshira of Ben- 
tong. The intelligence now to hand is 
serious, not so much on account of ‘tho 
extent of the rising headed by tha Orang
